reason they would be now. 
You might as

singing Psalm tunes in hi« ears, as to ex- 
pect to move the people to any great effort 
in their progressed condidition by your dol- 
orous pourings forth from the pulpit, and 
your continual harpinga upon the sayings 
sod doings of men who lived two thousand, 
five hundred, one hundred or even fifty years 
ago. 
The mass of the people are far in ad- 


vance of the clergy. Action is what is need- 
ed, continued and prolonged action, and that 
in new and varied way«; and more especial- 
ly by inspiring the people with the lone of 
the good that is to follow from it, than by 
endeavoring to coerce them, or influence 
them to do their duty through fear of the 
Dunishtneuta that will full upon them if they 
neglect it. 


Other reforms, too, keep pace with this; 


jolitical moral and religious. Indeed, one 
:an hardly grow without the aid and nour- 
shment of all the others; hence the exer- 
cise of that one called Woman's Rights, in 
iromoting this, gives novelty and variety to 
t, that charms, nay captivates mnny, and 
will doubtless be one of the chief instru- 
ments in procuring ultimate *ucce«i.

strikes the mass of mind right in its present 
>hase. It agitates a portion, and that agi- 
ation will bring conviction to gome. It wins 
a portion, and they are carried along in the 
urrent to aid the good cause.

Mr. and Mrs. Peabody came into town just-at

The sketch Book contains the lives 
pf 128 distinguished living, self-educated men, atul 
in it Mr. Bullartl is properly assigned a conspicuous 
place, ns being one of the noble tew, ia our country, 
who have by their own exertions, been elevated i'rom 
adversity to si high sad honorable renown. 
The 


crowning work of Art, by Mr. B., and the one which 
above all others is now winning for him a wide and 
enviable fame, is his Panorama of New York city, 
a painting of rare truthfulness and perfection, which 
cost him four years' incessant toil, and was attended 
with HII expense of over $15,000. 


0, A. BULLARD, 


Was born at Howard, Steuben County, N. Y., on 
Hie 2otli of February, 1816. 
His parents came from 


Massachusetts, and were among the earliest settlers 
sf Steuben County. 
His father was a farmer of 


stood repute. When tho tatter died, the subject of 
this sketch was fourteen years of age, and he was 
apprenticed to the business of wagon making and 
?ign painting, those branches being freqxiently unit- 
;rt, in many of onr villages. 
His love for the 6uc 


arts was first awakened, by the arrival of a portrait 
painter in that place. Eager to obtain some knowl- 
edge of the art, he exerted himself to the utmost to 
raise the ways and means, and applied for instruc- 
tion ; but the artist refused to disclose any of his 
professional secrets. At that period he was eighteen 
years of age, and the productions of this painter 
were the first oil paintings he had ever seen.— 
Ever afterwards, his mind was fixed upon painting, 
\nil although tho way did not then appear, an artist 
lio was determined to become. With this vieiv he 
desired to leave his trade, for the purpose of obtain- 
ing instructions in some of the distant cities; but 
lit the earnest entreatica of his mother, who could 
not bear the idea of parting with him, he remained, 
All his spending moncv was laid out in books: but 
lie searched in vain for any that gave Information 
on painting. 


At this juncture, n friend of his, u young physi- 


cian, patiently waiting, like many others, for gray 
hairs, to entitle him to confidence, agreed " to sit 
for his likeness." He was in his glory, as with a 
painter's pencil, odds and ends of brushes, and the 
premises all to himself and his '' subject," he com- 
menced his flrst portrait. It was, we presume, with 
some such feeling as that of an orator making his 
debut, or n general about to fight his first battle.— 
Tho pottrait was declared to be excellent, and to 
his gratification it was pronounced greatly superior 
to those painted by thn professional artist. All the 
people; declared that it wns like life itself; and in 
truth there was no fear of his falling into the diffi- 
culty of a certain artist who,having painted ahorse 
thought it necessary, for the information of persons 
not judges of the fine arts, to inscribe underneath 
the 'animal, " This is a Horse." 


When of age, Mr. Bullard visited Massachusetts 


and Connecticut where he found friends who gave 
him the requisite instructions. He then commenced 
Imsinasa as a psrtrait painter, nt Hartford, where he 
met with good success. During several subsequent 
years, he painted portraits in Massachusetts, nnd in 
tlie western .part of the State of New York. 


In 1S41 ho married the eldest daughter of A. A. 


Oluutoad, Esq., and since the winter of 1843, ho lias 
made N«w York city his permanent place of resi- 
dence. 
There probably is no Artist now living, of Mr. 


Rnllard's age, that has labored harder, or applied 
himself more closely to his Profession, for the last 
fifteen years. He has illustrated a fact that has 
been illustrated by a great many individuals, viz: 
that God gives nothing to mortals without labor — 
it is labor that produces everything. There is no 
doubt of the fact that it is the duty of every man, 
more especially every yonng man, to find out 
what Trade or Profession God intended him'for, 
ami then after ascertaining that fact, to devote 
the whole powers of his mind to the aqpom- 
plislitnent of that ana object, viz: to excelt in that. 
tr..rtc m- nrnt'flcsinn. 
It makes no rliftwrcnRO whi-V 


a man shoe 
i horse, makes a boot,- shoves tlic ford 


plain, paints e picture, or preaches a sermon,—whut 
ever he does l e should-do well. Mr. Bnllurd, like 
all men who have distinguished themselves, hid 
acted upon t lis principle. Early iu life the Men 
was strongly impressed upon his mind that OoJ 
made him an Artist. Previous to his settling down 
in New Yort city, to distinguish himself, he had 
painted the .'ortraits of jEtgAt Hundred different 
individuals, [t is the vast amount of labor that Mr. 
Bullard has p jrformed and tltctt <mlyt that has earn 
ed for him ttj3 reputation he now enjoys of being 
ono of tlie biighest jewels of the American School 
of Artists. I.o went to New York with the deter- 
mination to 'listingnish himself in his Profession, 
and although he was not known to a single individ- 
ual in that city, he formed a resolution to tarn for 
himself, in true, a reputation that sltouli be world- 
wide. The v Old fail was uot 1'onud in Mr. Bullnrd'n 
Dictionary. 


After paint ng the portrait* of over one hundred 


different individuals, residing in New York city 
and vicinity, ve believed he could do more good by 
painting work 3 that should carry a moral vf ith them. 
The most of his works have been those, that illus- 
trated the manners and customs of American Life 
and History. His first great Painting, wa« " The 
Lust Blanket " Alt who are familiar with Ameri 
can History, will recollect that, during the Revolu 
tion, when o« r army were suffering for clothing and 
food, at Vallev Forge, that tax gatherers were sent 
by General ,Vasl)ington, to collect of the people 
whatever they could give for the support of tlie 
army. Upon one occasion, one of these tax gather- 
ers called up< n a widow woman who had one babe 
— that babe was 'asleep, wrapped in the widows 
only blanket, but such washer interest m the cause 
of American Independence, tlmt she took from hei 
slioulderj her own shawl, wrapped her child in it, 
and handed her only blanket to the tax gatherer, tc 
carry to tho soldiers of the Revolutionary Army.-— 
That scone T 'as the subject of his great picture ; 
and it was sol 1 to the American Art Union, and wan 
drawn by Mr I. H. Brown, of New Yotk city. Hi? 
second, and probably his greatest work, was "The 
Daughter's A jpeal." All have read of Ethan Allen. 
He was a 
jravo and generous man, but he 


was an infide . He wrote a book on Infidelity, call 
ed the Oracles of Reason. The wife of Ethan Allen 
was a devotei pious lady—a member of tho Pres 
byterian Chu -en. She had a number of daughters 
all of whom believed the Doctrines their mother 
had taupht tl em, with the exception of tlie eldest 
This girl's m nil had been biased by the influence 
of her father, nnd she was inclined to believe the 
doctrine of Ii fidelity. At the age of eighteen, she 
lay upon her death bed. She sent for her father to 
come to her r >om, and she addressed him in tlteHe 
words: "Fat ler, I must die; 1 must meet my God; 
now, dear Father, tell me, shall I believe the doc- 
trines that yi u have taught me, or shall I believe 
the doctrines that my mother has taught me?" — 
The brave oil Soldier that could face a cannon's 
mouth and m c flinch a hair, when this question was 
addressed to him, he hesitated, dropped his heart, 
tho tears trie! .led down his checks, and he said with 
emphasis: " Daughter, btlii-.ve the doctrine your 
mother has ta-ight ymt'." 
This scetie, " The DHUK)I- 


ter's Appeal,' was'tlie subject of his second great 
Painting — it was sold to the Art Union, and drawn
